Toll bridg es, one of the most common means 
of crossing rivers, have sprung up in rapid 
fashion in the last few y ears over the Mississippi 
river.

There arc a g ood many drivers who would 
be willing to pay for the privileg e of driy ing at 
fifty miles an hour over safe roads instead of 
crawling along over the present state hig hway s.

ing quipment they saw. 
Rushville has one of the most 
efficient and successful munici­ 
pal electric pflants in any small 
city of the state. The plant shows 
an ex cellent profit and y et power 
rates for electricity run as low 
as two cents per k. w. h. 
The plant employ s one recipro­ 
cating engine and two large tur­ 
bo-generators, the larger one of 
over 1,000 k. w. capacity . 
In the boiler room are 
five 
boilers, one large Heine, similar 
to those in use at the local plant 
and four smaller ones. In addi­ 
tion to this the boiler room has 
adjacent to it an elevated track 
for dumping hopper cars of coa! 
and a large mechanical coal con­ 
vey or which feeds the hoppers on 
the boilers and eliminates shov­ 
eling.
